They -were at 
work removing the top from a small 
tank from which soda ash is forced 
into the boilers to soften, tie water 
and when the top was removed there 
was a rush of hc-t water and soda ash 
which struck full in the men's faces 
and eyes. They -were blinded and tho 
burns inflicted by the soda ash was

Columbus, O., May 3.—The senate 


passed the Painter 
bill fixing the 


school and: state university levies, as 
amended by the senate finance com- 
mittee. The bill Increases the levy 
for the state university from one-tenth, 
to fifteen one-hundredths of a null, 
decreases the common school 
from 


one mill to ninety-five one-hundredths 
of a mi!!, and provides that these shall 
continue for two years. . 


The senate also passed the Cala bill, 


which miikes it the duty of the state 
dairy and food commissioner to look 
up the saloons and drug stores which 
are not paying the Dow tax and re- 
port the same to the county auditors, 
>vbo is to place the same upoa the tax 
duplicate. The senate amended the 
"Dili so as to allow county auditors a 
fee of threa per cent, for their services 
where the amount of such additions is 
loss than 320,000, and one and one- 
bsK psr cent, where the aggregate! is 
in excess of that amount.
